the beginner, and when the Students then 
arrive in Hongkong all they have to do is 
to continue, to some extent, their studies of 
the written linguge, for which they may al- 
ways retain the use of the Pekingese dislect 
in reading, and to give the greater part of 
thoir time to a practical study: of the Can- 
tonese Colloquial, for whioh, in their caso, 
tivo. years would be ordinarily . sufficient, 
But they should spend the greater portion of 
these two ‘years im; Canton,‘and atterwaris 
each should bo. required to learn one other 
dialeot in addition, either Hakka or one df 
the Fohkien dialects, : ;

Home, aided as they would: -bo in 
Qonton or Hongkong by Ohineso sur 
rouudings, and every opportunity. of 
uniting practice with theory, The study 
and practice of the spoken language may 
be algo supposed to facilitate that off, the 
written language, nor does it seem likely 
thet a student even at’ Oxford would 
really feel willing and able to devote 
himself wholly. and solely, hour after 
hour, day after day, week after week, 
and month after month, to the study of 
written Uhirfese } whereas in Ohina hia 
labours. might “be ‘agreeably. and .pro-

A Chinese 
Constable was looking ‘out of a window at 
the West Point Station, when he observed 
a number of men despoiling a black box up 
the hill slde. - He went towards them when 
they all ran away. The defendant. was 
caught with a bundle of clothes in his pos- 
session. ‘The box was marked with the. 
Chinese characters ‘* Woh-keo,” while a 
black fan had the insorlption of 8z Woo.” 
It was subsoquently agcertained that the 
box belonged to-a Obinaman who had gone 
to Amoy; ‘he owner was servant to a 
forelgner injthe Chinese Customs service, 
who had gone to England. He came down 
here with his servant, and welt’ home, 
while the servant returned to Amoy in the 
Namoa, he box, was stolen from this 
y.ssel, but the owner would not come down 
to prosccute although he was promised that 
the Government would defray the expenses 
of his passage. The defondant was there- 
fore only convicted of unlawful possession, 
being fined £6 or 3 months’ hard labour.

SUPREME COURT. 
“IN SUMMARY JURISDIOTION. 
(Bofore His Honor Mr Justice SNowpzn.) 
September 8, 1877, 


Oheung Ohenng v, Gerstenberg,_$588,— 
This was aclaim for the refund of a sum 
of money paid to the defendant for domur- 
rage, &e, ‘Che defendant is the master of the 
Danish barque Michelle Se/chan, and the 
plaintiff a merchant and the charterer of 
the vessel. 

Mr Johoson appeared for the plaiatiff, 
and Mr Brereton for the defendant, 

In_ opening the case for the plaintiff, 
Mr Johnson said tho plaintiff was tho char- 
terer of the Michelle Selchan under a charter- 
party dated the 31st May last.. The charter- 
party was signed hero and was for a yoyage 
to Touron with all possible despatch with 
such lawful cargo as the charterer might 
sui, that she was to proceed to anchorage 
at Touron and there to discharge the cargo 
aud to receive one for a voyage back to 
Hongkong ; in fact the charter was for a 
voyage to and from Touron back to Hong: 
kong. Another clause of the charter-party 
provided for 50 lay days, the loading to 
commence in Hongkong on ‘the 7th June 
last, and the next clause stipulated that the 
Captain was to provide the ship with ballast 
on the voyage to Touron, -Another-clause 
provided for demurrage ot the rate of $50 
a-day. The next clause provided that 
the ship was to carry two supercargoes in 
the cabin and six passengera on deck freo.of 
charge, and that on the return voyage from 
Touron, the vessel was to give accommoda- 
tion to two aupercargoes and an unlimit- 
ed number of deok passengers, for whom 
the Captain was to provide water alone, It 
was in respect of this that the- defendant 
claimed o act off, Under the charter-party- 
the Oaptain claimed ten days’ demurrage at 
$50, and the charterer paid the $500 under 
protest. The plaintiff now claimed for a 
refund for nine days, having admitted one 
day’s demurrage, aud for other expenses 
paid on account of the ship. Mr Johnson 
then detailed the days on which a refund 
for demurrage was claimed, being for six 
days charged at Touron on the 24th Jun 
and the claim was for that day as well as 
from the 7th to the 11th July inclusive, 
while the days claimed here were tho 18th, 
22nd and 23rd August.. The 24th June 
was the very day on which tho vessel 
arrived at Touron, and ‘according to the 
charter-party lay days only commenosd one 
day after written noticé was given to the 
charterer, As to the 7th, 8th, 9th, 10th. 
and 11th July, they were occupied in dis- 
charging the ballast at Touron, which under 
the charter-party the Captain was bound te 
provide At the cost of theship, The cargo 
taken here was of a light nature, and the 
charterer Kad : therefore ‘ntipulated that 
ballast should. be taken, marrival at 
Touron, the ballast had to be discharged.

Lum Yeong, the supercargo, was also 
examined to prove the arrival at Touron 
and her arrival here on the return voyage. 

This closed the case for the plaintiff, 
which was then adjourned till 2 p.m.- 

When the Court resumed, Mr Brereton 
addressed the Court an behalf of the defen- 
dant. He contended that the discharge 
a ae a een was rl by the 
elayof the plainti not supplying cargo 
to fl the ahip in time, If the charterer 
was ready with cargo to put on board, ahe 
could discharge and: load simultancously. 
Moreover, the carrying of the ballast was 
rendered necessary by the charterer not 
giving eufficent cargo to the vessel, so that 
she had to put in ballast to’ sustain her 
floatability, and the delay and expense 
of discharging it should fall on the charter- 
er, Mr Brereton then quoted the case of 
the Bluok Prince. - . 

Captain Otto Gerstenberg was called,

| Simla, Aug. 10,—A telegram has been 


received to-day, -from the. Agent to thé 
Governor General at Baroda, stating the 
Baroda Government have paid into the 
treasury there Rs. 10,000 towards famine 
relief in Madras, The money is to be re- 
mitted forthwith to Madras. 

The exports of food grains from Calcutta 
to Madras Presidency fell off seriously in 
the week ended the Ist instant. We. find 
8 total export of 119,133 owta., or 5,956 
tons, against a total of 666,588 cwts, or 
28,329 tons in the previous week.,“ Exports 
from Burmsh on ‘the other hand. increased 
from 6,498 cwts, to 26,533 owts. . We trust 
some explanation will be forthcoming of 
this serious falling off to Bengal exports. 

London, Aug, 10.—Suleiman. Pasha 
has received reinforcements and will 
endeavour to force the mountain passes and 
co-operate with Mehemet Ali and Osman 
Pashas. A strong resistance and severe 
fighting are expected. _Mehemet Ali 
Pasha awaits at Rasgard the result of Sulel- 
man Pasha’s operations, The Russian 
headquarters are transferred to Bulgrini, 
[Bulgsrent is due south of. Nicopolis 20 
miles, and about the same distance. due 
east of Plevna where Osman Pasha’ is 
stationed. Rasgard i is 70’ miles east 
of Bulgareni.] The jan Government 
having tried to obtaia the sanction of the 
Austro-Hungarian Government to tho pas- 
-sage of Russian troops through Servian 
territory, it is generally reported that such 
sanction has been refured, 

London, Aug, 10.—in both Houses of 
Parlament motions on the Eastern ques- 
tion have heen withdrawn, the Government 
deglaring discussion on {t at present..to be 
injurious to public interests.
